AND HOW WE WOULD GAIN WEIGHT THERE

gravitation of  the planet Jupi-
ter? If the gravitation of the
earth is causing its interior to
be molten hot would not the
gravitation of Jupiter cause It
i be molten hot to (18 very sur-
face?—A. P, B., Chicago.”

T[ll-: total force of gravitation

poasessed by a planet de-

pends upon the mass or
amount of matter contained in the
planet. Since Jupiter has a num-
ber of satellites revolving around
it we know with conslderable ac-
curacy the relative gravitative
force of Jupiter as compared with

that of the earth., 1f we call the
ecarth’'s mass or force of gravita-
tion 1, then that of Jupiter is
about 315 (different calculators

vary a little),

This neans that the attraction
of Jupitor upon any body outside
its surface would be 315 thnes as
great as the attraction of the earth
upon the same body, provided that
the distance of the attracted body
from the center of Jupiter was tha
same as from the ceunter of Lhe
earth.

It means, too, that if our moon
were revolving argund Jupiter In-
stead of around the earth (at the
same mean distance), its month
would be shortened to less than o

day and a half. Yet, singular as
It may appear, the force of Jup-
iter's surface gravity, I. e., the

welght of bodies lving on {ts sur-

face gravity of the earth in the
samé proportion that Jupiter's
total force of attraction exceeds
the earth's Thia is due to the
slighter mean density and great

relative gize of Jupiter. Its volume
exceeds the earth’'s ahout as 1,300
to 1, but its density 18 le=s than a
quarter as great as the carth's, so
that, as we have stated above, its

mass (or welght) is only 315 times
the earth's. It welghs only a
quarter more than a globe of

water of its eize would weigh.

The rule for finding the surface
gravity of any planet as compared
with the earth’s is to multiply the
planet's density by its diameter,
expressed in terms of the earth’s
denalty and diameter. Thus, Jupi-
ter's dlameter is about eleven times
the earth's dlameter, ita density Is
0.24 of the earth's density, and
eleven multiplied by 0.24 equals
2.64, which {s the relative force ot
grayity on Jupiter as compared
with the earth,

There Is another way of making
this calculation which may enable
vou better to see the reason why
Jupiter, though having 315 times
the total attractive force of the
carth, is able 40 give to bodiea on
ita surface only about two and
three-fifths timea the weight that
the same bodies would have on th
earth, Tor this purpose vou must
remember that lh-~$nrve of gravi-
tatlon wvarles {Invefsely as the
square of the distance, and that
the point from which the distance
I8 measured s the center of the
atiracting planet,

Now, since Jupiter has eleven
times the diameter of the earth,
bodies on {ta surface are eleven
times a= far from It8 conter as sim-
flar bhodirs are from the center of
the earth; therefore, the attraction
upon them ig the square of eleven,
or 121, times less than it would ho
If the distance from the center
were no greater than it is on the
earth.

At the same time, Jupiter's total
attraction s 315 times the ecarth's,
ro that, to find out what the effec.
tive attraction at Juniter's eurface
in, we must divide 3156 hy 121, and
the quotient, 2.8, representing the
relative foree of Jupiter's surface
attraction, Is prastically the same
as the result before obtained, and
would be precisely the same if we

But, anyhow, we see that if we
were suddenly tranaported to Jupi
ter, we would hardly be able to
stand upright. A man starting
from the earth with 200 pounds of
avoirdupois to carry would be over
whelimed with more than a quarte:
of a ton when he landed on Jupiter
A chlld of five years would become
heavier than the average man.
But on our way from the earth ‘o
Jupiter we would first gradually
lone our weight as we receded from
the earth, and then gradually re-
cover it, with usurious interest, ns
we approached Jupiter.

As to the effect of Jupiter's
great gravitative force on the in-
terior state of his huge globe,
we cannot spenk with the same
degree of certainty as of the
state of affairs on hls surface.
It is true that the pressure must

be enormous, but whether this
produces a molten state within
we cannot say, for the pressure
itself would tend to prevent

molecular motion.

It is known that pressure In-
creases or ralses the melting
points of solids, Our laboratories
do |, not afford us a sufficient
range of experiment to reproduce
the condition of affairs in the in-
terior of a massive globe llke the
earth, or like Jupiter.

Caleulatlons based on data ob-
tained at no great depth from
the surface may
the actual conditions far below.
The low mean density of Jupliter
muy

portlons, to a great depth, are
composed of gaseous and vapor-
ous matter, while deep within

thera 18 a relatively small glohe
of solld or lquid substance:; or

It may also mean that the av-
etage density of the matter com-
posing Jupiter is much less than
that of the matter composing the
earth. The careful astronomer
does not make any positive state-
ments about the constitution of
Jupiter. He is secking informa-
tion.
